Forrestal Death In Retrospect 


(By Holmes Alexander) 


WASHINGTON. D. C., June 1,—Not a half-hour ticks by but some­ 
one in the United States has killed himself. 
Suicide happens 60 times 
a day. 22.000 times a year in America and twice as often in some Euro­ 
pean countries. 
It is much more common than murder, according to 
statistics collected by Dr. Karl A. Menninger, nationally-known author­ 
ity on this grisly subject. 
Among the 60-odd suicides on May 22nd was James Forrestal. for­ 
mer Secretary of Defense. 
His tragic death made front page news and 
has inspired dozens of columns, editorials and a $250,000 law-suit in 
which the blame is laid on various persons, factors and circumstances 
But the cold truth, as known to psychiatrists, is that suicide is a one- 
man Job which has three separate motivations. 
A suicide, first, must 
want to kill. 
He must, second, want to be the victim of this desire to 
kill. 
He must, third, want to die. 
And suicide by its verv nature is a 
closed case. The killer has already suffered capital punishment. 
Can Be Said Now- 
Such things may be said now that the tragedy is a week or so old. 
In fact, such things need to be said out of decent justice to living per­ 
sons and institutions. 
It is plainly absurd to blam e—as has been done 
—Forrestal’s newspaper critics, his hospital attendants, his govern­ 
ment. 
None of these is perfect, and all of them can stand correction. 
But the mob-vengeance for a death by m urder is always emotional and 
often inaccurate. 
In the Forrestal case the self-appointed avengers are 
guilty of a se!f-showr which adds to the sorrow of the dead man’s family 
and offers nothing new to the sad literature of self-slaughter. 
For the truth is. as Dr M enninger points out in his classic study of 
suicide. "Man Against Himself,” that self-killing is a manifestation of 
the will to live vs. the will to die. 
This constant struggle exists not 
only in men and women, but in the numan mass. 
Humanity itself com­ 
mits partial suicide whenever it engages in war. 
A nation commits 
covert suicide when it accepts a self-destructve form of governm ent. 
Society goes in for chronic suicide w'hen it wastes the natural resources 
by which it lives. 
Yet philosophers, especially am ateur ones, are getting out of their 
depth w'hen they assume omniscience and set up canons against self- 
murder. 
One explanation of suicide is that the actor-victim finds his 
present life unbearable and hopefully believes that things will be bet­ 
ter. since they can’t be worse, in the life-to-come. 
We cannot check 
the accuracy of this thinking in a human suicide, since life-after-death 
is still a m atter of faith. 
But history shows us many nations reborn 
after a suicidal episode. The Southern Confederacy, as we see by hind­ 
sight. covertly killed itself for years by clinging to a self-destructive 
slave economy against the premonitions of its better citizenry. 
But 
in a final act of violence the Confederacy threw itself upon the F ed eru 
bayonets, thus ending an impossible situation, and was reborn to an 
honored place in the union and the world-family. 
Statesmen Can Be Wrong 
Statesmen, like the rest of us. can be wrong as often as right in 
trying to pre-judge suicidal tendencies. Jefferson thought the emintrv 
was ruining its future by the growth of cities, which turned out to be 
the centers of our national wealth. 
John Quincy Adams war ready to 
give up the country’s ghost when public lands in the West escaped Fed­ 
eral ownership and began falling into the hands of squatters, who un­ 
earthed the ores and oils of our industrial supremacy 
Similarly, as we advance into the atomic age. we are said to be 
meddling with death. 
This may well be true, but radio-activity is a 
form of super-life which (as scientists adm it• may open gates to new 
trium phs over many toils and griefs. 
So the Forrestal death, aside from the intim ate shock to those who 
loved the man, calls for a different treatm ent than it has generally re­ 
ceived. 
The personal motivations, as well as the fixing of the blame 
are best left unexplored. 
He was a man. one of many, who died by his 
own hand. 
The fact that he was a public man and his death a public 
episode does not give us greater wisdom to understand the meaning We 
shall have to wait and see w hether his death, like his life, gives some­ 
thing to the country which he served to the best of his great ability.

WHOOPING COUGH 
Some things are pretty hard to 
understand. Whooping cough is not 
generally considered to be a ser­ 
ious disease. It kills more children 
than scarlet fever and diphtheria 
put together. 
It is especially dangerous in 
young babies. 
It is usually a disease of child­ 
hood but may occur at any age, 
even in old people. 
Although it is a distressing and 
frightening disease in itself, the 
main dangers are from complica­ 
tions. For instance, the cough may 
be so hard as to cause bleeding 
from the nose or ears. Perhaps the 
bleeding wall be inside the skull 
and cause some kind of paralysis 
or other trouble. 
Lung trouble is another com­ 
plication. It is wise to keep babies 
away from whooping cough.

Social Security 
Growth Reported 


Sixteen Percent Increase In 
Three County Area Dur­ 
ing Past Ten Months 


MANAGER SURVEYS 
PROGRAMS’ FUTURE 


Growth of the old-age and sur­ 
vivors system in the U. S., as just 
reported to Congress in the 1948 
Federal Security Agency report, is 
reflected ig this area by data from 
the local social security office. My­ 
ron Milbouer, manager, stated to­ 
day that as of June 30, 1948. when 
data in the agency report was com­ 
piled, there were more than 7.000 
people in the three counties served 
by the New Castle office who were 
receiving $150.000 monthly in old- 
age and survivors insurance bene­ 
fits. He said that by the end of 
April. 1949. these figures had in­ 
creased to an estimated 8.250 peo­ 
ple receiving $175,000 monthly or 
a general increase of about 16 per 
cent during the 10-month period. 
The Social Security A dm inistra­ 
tion section of the report, prepared 
by A rthur J. Altmeyer, commis­ 
sioner of social security, showed 
that in the United States on June 
30, 1948, there were 2.163,000 per- 
»ons receiving monthly 
benefits 
amounting to $42,400.000. These 
federal insurance benefits go to in­ 
sured. retired workers over 65, 
their wives if over 65. and their 
dependent children, and to the 
widows, children, and dependent 
parents of insured w'age earners 
who have died 
Benefits Increased 
Interim reports which have been 
prepared show that by April 30, 
1949. the number of these insur­ 
ance beneficiaries had climbed on 
up to 2,480,000 men. women, and 
children getting benefits at the 
rate of $49,750,000 per month. As 
A ltm eyer observed in the preface 
to his report, “The social security 
program s . . . operated during the 
fiscal year 1948 in a setting of full 
employment, a record peacetime 
production of goods and services, 
and rising prices . . . earnings were 
higher, and the aggregate volume 
of savings increased.”

Bureau and the Bureaus of Public 
Assistance, Employment Security, 
and Old Age Insurance, is being 
received with special attention this 
year because of several proposals 
for changes in the programs now 
under study in Congress. Under 
mandate from Congress to subm it 
recommendations for needed revi­ 
sions in the law, the adm inistration 
proposed In the report, with re­ 
spect to old-age and survivors in­ 
surance, that 
(1) Coverage for wage earners be 
extended to farm people, the self- 
employed, domestic workers, and 
most other gainful workers now 
excluded; 
(2i The rate of benefits be sub­ 
stantially increased, from the pres­ 
ent maximum for family of $85 up 
to a possible $150. Most benefici­ 
aries, 
present 
and 
prospective, 
would 
have their monthly 
pay­ 
ments increased 70 per cent orj 
more. 
<31 The age of eligibility for 
women to receive benefits be re­ 
duced from 65 to 60 
(4) Beneficiaries be perm itted to 
earn as much as $50 per month in 
employment without losing eligi­ 
bility for their monthly payments. 
The present limit is $14 99 per 
month. 
(51 A worker’s earnings up to 
$4 800 per year be subject to tax— 
and corresponding credit toward 
benefits— rather than the present 
limit of $3,000 per annum. 
Help Disabled Workers 
The Social Security Adm inistra­ 
tion also urged enactment of a sys­ 
tem of cash benefits for disabled 
insured w'orkers. This plan, inte­ 
grated with the present old-age 
and 
survivors 
insurance, 
would 
provide 
monthly 
benefits 
on 
a 
similar basis when a worker incur­ 
red a period of extended disability 
or 
was 
perm anently 
disabled. 
Legislation embodying such pro­ 
posals has been the subject of 
hearings in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives during recent months. 
The agency report subm itted to 
the Congress, as well as a separate­ 
ly published section on social se­ 
curity alone, will be available as 
public documents. Mr. M ilbouer 
said that summaries he had re­ 
ceived show an array of facts on ad­ 
ministration of the social security 
plan, which has been in effect 
since January 1, 1937. 
A total of 76.9 million living 
wage earners had earned 
some 
wage credits under the system by 
January 1, 1948. The study shows 
that of these 36.8 million persons 
were fully insured, including 11.6 
million who are both fully and per­ 
manently insured. An additional 
5.7 million persons have worked 
long enough to be currently in­ 
sured, for protection of their fami­ 
lies. 
Protect Beneficiaries 
Mr. M ilbouer said that benefits 
being 
paid 
here 
highlight 
the 
family protection offered by old- 
age and survivors insurance, as 
emphasized in the report At this 
time, he said, approximately 35 per 
cent of the local beneficiaries are 
children and mothers with chil­ 
dren in their care. The rem aining 
65 per cent are insurance bene­ 
ficiaries 65 years of age or over.
